C it y , Ap ril 28 —Mr. Cheng 
Tsao Ju, the retiring Chinese minister, ac­ 
comp anied by Secretary of State Bayard, 
took formal leave of the p resident Tuesday 
morning. 
The minister leaves for China 
via San Francisco on Saturday. 
In p resenting his letters of recall Mr. 
Chong Tsao Ju, in a brief address, exp ressed 
his thanks textile p resident for the uniform 
courtesy and kindness he had received at 
the hands of the government, and assured 
him that the desire to maintain the friendly 
relations existing between the two govern­ 
ments, indicated by the treatment ho [the 
minister] had received, wa» cordially recip ­ 
rocated by tho Chinese emp eror and govern­ 
ment. 
Tho p resident resp onded in few well chosen 
remarks, regretting that olllcial 
relations, 
which have been so p leasant, were to be 
broken. 
Referring to the treatment of the 
mass of the minister’s countrymen in this 
country, tho p resident said: 
"The vast distance that sep arates China 
from the .United Btates, together with the 
remarkable diversities in language, laws, 
customs and traditions of the two govern­ 
ments and their p eop le have not unnaturally 
made it more than usually difficult to create 
and maintain at all times that c lear, mu­ 
tual, good understanding so essential in in­ 
ternational intercourse. 
And no one, more 
than yourself-, has recognized the fact, or 
sought more faithfully to overcome the dif­ 
ficulties which have grow n out of race jeal 
ousy and the comp etitions and rivalries of 
labor. When you return to your own shores, 
accomp anied by the most cordial resp ect 
and symp athy of those w ho have known you 
during your stay with us, I beg that you 
will assure your sovereign and cause your 
fellow-countrymen to know that I and my 
constitutional advisers truly rep resent tha 
great body of our countrymen in p rofess­ 
ing tho |m ost cordial and friendly senti­ 
ments toward China, and a desire to con­ 
duct our commercial interchanges to a mu­ 
tually satisfactory and beneficent end.
